~The Destruction of San Juan.

The destruction of San Juan,or G reytown,
by the American Sloop of War, Cayane, under
the command of Capt. Horvins, acting under
the direction of the Administration, has been
the theme of the most universal censure on
the part of the press, but one or two promi-
nent papers attempting to offer an exense.—
The facts, as near as we can gather them, from
the official papers furnished by President
Pierce, and other anthentic sources, are as
follows :—

Greytown consisted of about eighty houses,
nearly all of them bailt of wood, and by far the
greatest proportion of them constructed in the
United States and taken there on shipboard.
One of these—Lyon®*s Hotel—cost $15.000.
Not more than one-fourth of the honses in the
new part of the town, whichh has been built
since 1850, were oceupicd, but were deserted
from business considerations some time pre-
vious to this aflair.

The population of Greyiown consisted of
about 500 persons altogether ; of which num.-
ber ten or twelve were from the United States,
twenty-five were Englishmen, and
twelve Frenchmen and Germans. The reo-
mainder of the population were Jamaica ne-
groes and natives. The Amoricans, English,
French, and Dutch, were engaged in hotel
keeping and trade.
the natives and negroes were principally frame
buildings, with roofs of thatched palm-leaf.

The difficuity which led to its destruction
occurred in May last. Capt. S. S. Smith, an
American in command of a steamer in Nieara-
gua, called the Routh, for some cause, shot
down with a rifle, a citizen of Greytown. Mr.
Borland, the American Minister to Nicaragua,
was present and saw the affair, and when the
populace of the attempted to arrest
Smith, for murder, he interfered, by scizinza
musket, placing himself on the gnards of the

steamer, and warning the marshal and his
men, who were endeavoring to make the arrest
to do so at their peril. Finding themselves
the weaker party, they desisted, but when Mr.
Borland went on shore, they arrested him and
held him in custody all night, permitting him,
however, in the morning to snil for New York.
This, together with a difficulty between the
aunthorities of the town, and the aceessory
Transit Company, which had continued un-
scttled for a long time, was the immediate
cause of the bombardment and destrunetion of
this cceity of shanties.”™ The Transit Compa-

ny oeccapy Funfa Arenas, nmnder a lease from

the King of Mosquito, from whom, sanction.
ed by the English, the town also derived its
charter and corporate privileges. In the lease
of the company it was provided,that they should
vacate the point whenever the aunthorities of
the town required it., The latter having ocea-
sion to use the gronnd forquarantine purposes,
required the company to fuliill the condition
of the lease, which they refusod todo. The
town then procceded to enforee thein ri 3 by
a regular process of ejectment,
they removed two small buildings, of the
value of $250. Fer thix, and a boat
merchandize alleged o have been purloined
froma them, (whieh however is
upon the very best anthority to be whoelly
false) the company demanded an indemnity
of some $24,000, which the authorities of the
town refused to pay.
